Rayburn-noted also that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had requested 
a three-year extension of the 
reciprocal trade agreements law, 
but that the Republican-con- 
trolled Ejighty-third Congress 
gave him an extension of only 
a year. “Our idea,” he said, “‘is 
to extend it three years.” 

The Administration does not 
see eye to eye with the Demo- 
crats on the need for any fur- 
ther tax revision, and is vigor- 
ously opposed to changing the 
newly-enacted flexible price 
farm law. 

Mr. Eisenhower met for two 
hours and 15 minutes with 
Democratic and Republican lead- 
ers of the House and Senate to 
review world problems. A White 
House statement said the Presi- 
dent opened the meeting by 
stressing the importance of ' 
maintaining a bipartisan ap- | 
proach. 

Rayburn said afterwards that 
“of course we want it to be a 
bipartisan foreign policy.” But 
he repeated an earlier statement 
that Democrats will insist on be- 
ing consulted in advance about 
policies they are asked to sup- 
port. 

“I don’t know ‘what the pros- 
pects (for this) are,” he told re- 
porters. “It’s entirely up to 
them (the Administration).” 


George Expects It to Work. 


However, Senator Walter F. 
George (Dem.), Georgia, who 
will be chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee in 
the new Congress; said that ma- 
chinery for consultation with 
Democratic leaders on foreign 
and military problems was 
“pretty thoroughly worked out” 
at the conference. 

George said he thought the 
plan would work, and that he is 
convinced of Mr. Eisenhower's 
sincere desire for bipartisanship. 
He said the Democrats were 
given firm assurances of full 
consultation “both prior . and 
after” on foreign policy deci- 
sions.

Murdered W oman’s 
Watch Removed After 
Blood on It Dried, 
Coroner Says. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
The wristwatch Marilyn Shep- 
pard wore the it she was 
murdered was ripped off after 
the blood on her wrist had dried, 
Coroner Samuel R. Gerber testi- 
fied today. 

The coroner, pointing to a 
picture of the young woman's 
wrist for the jury trying her 30- 
year-old osteopath - husband for 
murder, said his examination 
“indicates the bracelet (of the 
watch) was in position when the 
blood stains were wet.” 

“It remained in position until 
the blood was dry,” said the 
coroner. 

Dr. Gerber’s testimony was 
aimed at knocking down Dr. 
Samuel H. Sheppard’s conten- 
tion that a prowler killed his 
wife and snatched the watch 
from her wrist, later dropping it 
when ransacking the house. 


Found on Floor. 
The blood-stained watch was 
discovered on the floor near 
where Dr. Sheppard sat stripped 


to the waist the morning of the 
killing. 
This wristwatch testimony 


was the second “surprise” clue 
hurled by the state at chief De- 
fense Counsel William J. Cor- 
rigan. 

The first was Gerber’s state- 
ment that the bloody outline of 
a surgical instrument was dis- 
covered on the murdered wom- 
an’s pillow. 

The Orthopedic Frame Co. of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., said today the 
prosecutor’s office had mailed it 
a copy of the bloody imprint. 

The company was asked 
whether the imprint matches 
any surgical instrument it has 
made and sold to the Bay View 
hospital where the osteopaths in 
the Sheppard family practice. 

(If the imprint can be shown 
to be that of the murder weap- 
on, there still would be no 
proof that Dr. Sheppard wield-

The St. Louis Award for 1954 
was presented jointly today to 
Powell B. McHaney, president 
of General American Life Insur- 
ance Co., and Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer, president of the Bank of 
St. Louis. 
| The award to McHaney was 
baséd upon his leadership in the 
fields of education and com- 
munity welfare. Blumeyer was 
selected for his leadership in the 
field of public housing and re- 
-habilitation: of sluris in the city’s 
blighted areas. 

‘It was the third time in the 
23-year history of the award 
that more than one recipient was 
selected by the award commit- 
tee. The presentation was made 
by Dr. Llewellyn Sale, physician 
and a member of the committee, 
in a brief ceremony attended by 
friends and relatives of both 
McHaney and Blumeyer in the 
rotunda at City Hall. 

‘Varied Contributions.’ 


The award certificate present- 
ed to McHaney cited his “varied 
contributions to education and 
community welfare, his leader- 
ship as president of Civic Prog- 
ress, Inc., to revitalize and ex- 
tend the cultural, political and 
economic foundations of the 
community, his successful chair- 
manship of the Citizens Com- 
mittee for Home Rule on the 
Earnings Tax enabling the city 
to strengthen its financial struc- 
ture, his example of courageous 
and inspiring leadership.” 

Blumeyer was cited for “his 
many years of leadership as 
chairman of the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority, which in the cur- 
rent period made new housing 
available to thousands of low- 
income families (he has been 
chairman of the authority since 
September 1945), for his ener- 
getic espousal of the program to 
extend similar housing facilities 
to an even larger number, and 
for his efforts to eliminate 
slums in the blighted areas of 
St. Louis.” 

Each of the award recipients 
was presented with a check for 
$500 with the award certificate. 
McHaney said he would give 
his check to the Boy Scouts of 
America. Blumeyer said his check 
will be given to St. Vincent's 
Hospital.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y..,| 
Nov. 17—In what was evidently 
a delaying action, Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky today again indorsed “in 
principle” the Eisenhower atoms- 
for-peace plan under discussion 
in the United Nations Political 
Committee but left as obscure 
as ever whether Russia had 
withdrawn serious objections to 
the proposal. 

Vishinsky spoke at length and 
in generalities on the Soviet 
stipulations concerning the con- 
nection a proposed international 
atomic agency must have to the 
veto-privileged Security Coun-

The United States has 
offered 220 pounds of fission- 
able material and Britain has 
pledged 44 pounds. . 

United States delegate Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. said the spon- 
sors of the atom resolution 
would study Menon’s ideas and 
also would go over Vishinsky’s 
remarks at a private meeting 
this afternoon, At Lodge’s sug- 
gestion, a scheduled afternoon 
meeting of the Political Com- 
mittee was canceled to permit 
more time for the behind-the- 
scenes talks. 


Russia Against Haste. 


The Soviet spokesman, in his 
address, disclosed some motive 
for the evasive language when 
he urged the committee against 
haste in closing the discussion. 
Time and patience were neces- 
sary to reach the agreement he 
was certain all sought, he added. 

“To try and save one or two 
days may cost suceess,” Vishin- 
sky said, leaving the impression 
with most informed listeners 
that he had not received final 
instructions from Moscow. He 
had reasserted with emphasis 
the willingness. of the Kremlin 
to negotiate international co-op- 
eration for constructive uses of 
atomic power.

BUDAPEST, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
United States officials got a line 
today on where Noel and Herta 
Field are staying and placed 
themselves at the disposal of the 
controversial American couple, 
newly freed by Hungary’s Com- 
munist Government. 

“The Fields know where we 
live and they know our inten- 
tions to see them,” United 
States Minister Christian M. 
Ravndal said after making a 
call at noon on the Hungarian 
Foreign Ministry. 

“We placed ourselves at the 
Fields’ disposal and they will 
tell us when they want to see 
us.” 

No Direct Contact. 


Ravndal indicated neither he 
nor any member of his staff had 
yet had any direct contact with 
the couple, released after five 
years’ imprisonment with the 
quashing of spy charges against 
them, but said he knows where 
they are. He would not reveal 
their whereabouts.

000,000 public improvement 
bond issue would include funds 
to aid in rehabilitating some of 
the city’s rundown residential 
neighborhoods. .. 

Referring to a recent City 
Plan Commission survey, Tucker 
recalled that 69,000, or 27 per 
cent, of the city’s dwelling units, 
occupying 17 per cent of the 
city’s area, were in need of re- 
habilitation. These were in addi- 
tion to 67,000 slum area units 
so badly deteriorated they must 
be torn down, he pointed out.

“Slum clearance is a cure for 
a disease.

I am a strong 
supporter of a sound slum clear- 
ance program. Without it we 
cannot revitalize our city. 

“It does not seem sound pol- 
icy, though, to merely clear out 
slums, and do nothing to prevent 
their spread.’ 

To pursue such a policy, he 
continued, would mean that “our 
grandchildren would be plagued 
by a slum problemas great or 
greater than that which we face 
today.” 

Clearance of slums is being 
accomplished by the public hous- 
ing program and urban redevel- 
opment projects like that 
planned in the Plaza area, he 
said.

The Field mystery began in 
May 1949, when Noel ose his 
wife in Switzerland and went 
to Prague, Czechoslovakia. He 
was wong heard from in that 
city on May 12. After he dis- 
appeared, “his wife flew to 
Prague to look for him and she, 
too, disappeared. 

Noel’s name came up in the 
sensational trial in October 
1949 of Laszlo Rajk, then Hun- 
garian Foreign Minister. Rajk 
was accused of scheming with 
Yugoslavia’s Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz to hand the country 
over to “American imperialists.” 
He was hanged. 

The prosecution at the trial 
described Noel as an assistant to 
Allen Dulles (now head of the 
United States Central Intelli- 
gence Agency) in the Office of 
Strategic Services a United 
States cloak and dagger organi- 
zation during World War II — 
with the job of organizing 
American espionage in Russian- 
occupied areas of Europe. 

Rajk and his co-defendants 
testified that Noel Field orga- 
nized Hungarian intellectuals 
living in Switzerland during and 
after the war. They said he 
helped these persons to return 
to Hungary so they could work 
their way into the Communist 
party and government and un- 
dermine the postwar regime. 

The defendants said several 
persons arrested during the 
purge that followed the Rajk 
trial were Field’s agents. Some 
of these have recently reap- 
peared in public life, having 
been rehabilitated by the gov- 
ernment. 

(The United Press quoted the 
Budapest radio as saying Hun- 
garian government agencies 
“have been reviewing for a cer- 
tain time the case of Noel H. 
Field and Herta K. Field, Amer- 
ican citizens under arrest. It 
has not been possible to justify 
the charge made in the past 
against the above mentioned 
persons. Therefore, the compe- 
tent state agencies have an- 
nounced the case dismissed and 
have freed” the two.)

Guatemalans played equally im- 
portant roles in the historic 
transition. 

10 Years to Try. 

The Red-tinged government 
of Jacobo Arbenz had 10 years 
to try to make Guatemala the 
only Communist showcase in 
the Western Hemisphere. The 
pro-American government of 
President Carlos Castillo Armas 
appears to have made good 
headway toward turning § his 
country into a democratic win- 
dow display in one-twentieth of 
that time. 

Castillo is finishing the dead- 
end roads, driving to get the 
tourist trade back, planning to 
develop vast virgin areas for 
the benefit of both Guatemalan 
and European homeless persons, 
encouraging the nation’s doctors 
to improve health programs and 
generally showing sympathy 
with the people at large. 

His predecessor, whose rule 
was patterned after the _ so- 
called peoples republics, did not 
have much time for the people. 
In their 10 years in control, the 
Kremlin-backed government 
leaders could not make good 
Communists of such private en- 
terprisers as the barefoot barber 
of Chichicastenango. He charges 
five cents if the customer will 
face the wall and stand still, and 
10 cents more if the senor pre- 
fers to stare into the street to 
ogle the strolling senoritas. 

They could not make a com- 
missar of the kindly old mayor 
of the same mountain Mayan 
pueblo, who permits his most 
impoverished constituents to pay 
their civic taxes in pine needles, 
which are used to cushion the 
floors of public offices in the 
huts around the village square. 

Nor cotild the Communists 
make generals of the banana 
farm foremen of Tiquisate, some 
of whom, when the Red draft 
call came during the recent 
revolution, hid out in hospitals. 
At the hands of co-operative 
doctors, they underwent unneed- 
ed appendectomies to escape the 
Red call to arms. .~ 

Communist Fiascd 

Such were some of the hu- 
man causes behind the Commu- 
nist fiasco. Antonio Aycinena, 
president of the non-profit Gen- 
eral Association of Farmers of 
Guatemala, offered some facts 
and figures to explain further 
the Red downfall. Aycinena 
said it takes 100 man-hours to 
produce 100 pounds of export- 
able coffee. Under the previous 
Red-rule the coffee workers lis- 
tened to promises of higher pay 
for fewer man hours, 

Aycinena said the promises 
paid off only in higher coffee 
prices and taxes. Now, he said, 
“our hope is that the next two 
or three crops will permit the 
coffee grower to undertake a 
larger share of the enormous 
responsibility of improving their 
workers’ conditions.” 

He said the coffee growers 
are paying even higher taxes on 
this year’s crops, but that “we 
consider it our duty to help our 
new government balance the 
budget.” 

In the face of the group and 
individualistic spirit of the 
farmers, barbers, mayors and 
foremen, the Red _ infiltration 
failed. 

Now a new invasion is get- 
ting under way in Guatemala. 
This time it is tourists instead 
of fellow travelers. Last year, 
when Arbenz was still presi- 
dent, only 4000 tourists were 
permitted to penetrate his 
straw-mat curtain. Until 10 
years ago, the then peaceful 
country received that many 
visitors every month, year 
around, 

With the air age, tourists be- 
ban zooming in, and the coun- 
try started hacking dirt roads 
through the mountainsides and 
jungles to the ancient Mayan 
Indian pueblos and steaming 
volcanos the travelers wanted to 

Private investors began guild- 

remote lodging houses. 
Smaller enterprisers put up fill- 
ing stations and roadside re- 
freshment stands along the 
climbing, winding ways. Indian 
artisans began fashioning more 
trinkets and bright cloths to sell 
to the souvenir seekers. 

Unfriendly to Tourists. 

The political cloud that cov- 
ered Guatemala in 1944 had 
much the impact of a Wall 
Street crash. The new govern- 
ment’s unfriendliness to totirists 
left modern structures standing 
abandoned amid the deserted 
ruins, The road,building halted. 

To uneducated Mayans and 
half-casts, the choke-off was 
fate. They and their ancestors 
had lived through drouths, 
floods, fire and famine. They

Traditionally, the Bundestag 
president (speaker) is nominated 
by the largest party in the lower 
house.

Gerstenmaier was nominated 
by the Christian Democrats, 
Adenauer’s party. As the only 
candidate, and backed personally 
by the Chancellor, his election 
appeared to be a mere formality.

Lists Changes. 

The panel wanted to see: 

1. Safety belts to keep the 
passengers in a crash from 
“rattling around like a teacup 
shipped loose in a barrel.” 

2. The front seat anchored 
to withstand crash forces of 
more than 40 times the force 
of gravity. 

3. Removal or redesign of 
all projections like instru- 
ments, knobs and _ mirrors 
which, during a crash, are 
converted to daggers and 
blackjacks. This would include 
placing a four-inch thick foam 
rubber plastic mat on the 
dashboard to cushion head 
blows. 

4. Door locks so arranged 
to keep the door from spring- 
ing open in a crash and pre- 
venting the passengers from 
being thrown out on the high- 
way. 

5. A steering post that tele- 
scopes slightly under the im- 
pact of the driver’s body, 
changing the wheel from a 
spear to a chest rest. 

Makeup of Panel. 

The panel consisted of a sur- 
geon who heads a medical so- 
ciety committee on traffic in- 
juries; an air force surgeon who 
is an expert on crashes, and a 
state police sergeant studying 
crash injuries. They came to 
their conclusions after investiga- 
tion of the kinds of injuries suf- 
fered in crashes, the effect of 
safety features in airplanes, and 
laboratory studies made at Cor- 
nell University and other places 
on automobile accidents. 

They had two more long-term’ 
suggestions that would be more 
expensive, but would reduce 
even further automobile crash 


mortality. One was a “¢rash-ab- 
sorbing bumper, made like a 
stiff accordian, to reduce high 
velocity impact. Another is a 
steel bar to support the roof | 
of the automobile to prevent it | 


from caving in on the passen- | 


gers in a roll-over mishap. 


Dr. Horace E. Campbell of 


Denver, who heads his local 
medical society’s traffic injury 
committee, said that automobile | 
manufacturers “must build the . 
motor car to crash, just as thet | 
modern miliary airplane is built 
to crash.” 
Value of Harnesses. 

Col. Don S. Wenger of the 
United States Air Force Sur- 
geon General's office, said that 
experiments have shown that 
the human body can withstand 
tremendous impact forces, if the 
impact is distributed“pver the 
body by harnesses. Injuhy oc- 
curs when the forces hit a small 
area only, as when the head hits 
the rear-view mirror, he noted.

China, by this analysis, seeks

whelming power in Asia. But 
China is trying to industrialize 
its economy by using methods 
which barely worked in Russia, 
and may not be appropriate in 
| Asia. 

Already, Rostow notes points 
of strain in the Chinese at- 


tempt, and concludes that “the 
evolution of solid military, po- 
litical and economic policies in 
Free Asia could deny Peking 
its claim to military and ideo- 
logical primacy in Asia, and 
help force, over a period of 
time, a fundamental re-evalua- 
tion of the Chinese Communist 
regime’s domestic and foreign 
policies.” 
Working on Policies. 


Whether the United States 
and the rest of the non-Com- 
munist world develops the, nec- 
essary policies to frustrate Red 
China’s ambitions is, of course, 
another question. Rostow and 
his associates are known to have 
been working with persons in 
official Washington toward the 
end of formulating such poli- 
cies. 


In general, such policies would 
make excessively expensive any 
further Chinese military adven- 
tures, by maintaining an ade- 
quate defense posture in Asia 
—meanwhile building a coun- 
ter-attraction for the underde- 
veloped areas of the non-Com- 
munist world through a pro- 
gram for economic development. 
The rest of the underdeveloped 
areas of the world, by this line 
of reasoning, are watching to 
see whether Red China has a 
better scheme for development 
than whatever plan the non- 
Communist world, under United 
States leadership, may present. 

How Geoed Is Red Plan? 

How good is the Red Chinese 
plan for economic development? 

In terms of the people’s wel- 
fare, it does not appear to Ros- 
tow'and his associates to be very 


good. | 

Some 80 per cent of the Chi- 
nese are peasahts or village 
people, ‘ Redistribution of land 
by the Communists has been 
hailed all over the world .as a 
model of: “social justice.” 

“On the whole,” Rostow finds, 
“the substitution of efficiently 
collected taxes for rents was at 
first popular among the middle 
and poor peasants who rented 
land, There is, however, no evi- 
dence that the total real income 
left to the village after taxes 
is higher than its real income 
after rent payment, if addi- 
tional spécial taxes and levies, 
including state loans, are taken 
into account. © 

Downward Leveling. 

“On the contrary it is our im- 
pression that the upshot of Com- 
munist agricultural policy has 
been a downward leveling of in- 
dividual family incomes leaving 
the poorer peasants at their old 
marginal level, and reducing the 


total real income left in the 
village.” 


Will the peasants be better off 
from now on? 
, Rostow reads the Chinese 
Five-Year Plan. (launched in 
1953) as a scheme to industrial- 
ize—precisely at the expense of 
the peasant. Since China is 
chiefly a peasafit economy, the 
peasant must produce enough to 
feed himself, the city workers, 
the army—and for export, in ex- 
change for machinery needed in 
the process of industrialization. 

“As of early 1954,” says Ros- 
tow, “the regime was deeply 
committted to making good the 
First Five-Year Plan for indus- 
frialization, and was prepared to 
make the peasant forego what is 
required for that purpose even, 
apparently, at the cost of starva- 
tion. . . . The peasant has no 
current prospect of a substantial 
improvement in welfare. What 
the peasant sees, at best, is that 
the regime intends to freeze his 
real income and social status, 
at a minimum level, by grain 
control and, ultimately, by col- 
lectivization.” 


Worker Worked Harder. 
The urban worker is supposed 


to be the hero of any Communist 
regime. In China, Rostow re- 


pro- | security investigation board.

tow believes, shows that Russia 
had many advantages not pres- 
ent in China. Russia had more 
land for its population, and the 
population probably was not in- 
creasing at such an accelerating 
rate. Russia did not have the 
great military outlays that China 
has today. Furthermore, Rus- 
sia started its Communist devel- 
opment on a much bigger base 
of industrialization, and, with a 
per capita income four times 
that of China today. 


China, therefore, is working 
very “close to the bone.” “A 
repetition in China of the 20 per 
cent fall in agricultural output 
which marked the First Soviet 
Five-Year Plan,” Rostow says, 
“would constitute disaster: not 
to the Chinese people alone, but 
to the regime’s ideological pre- 
tensions, and, probably, to its 
control machinery and unity as 
well.” 


Preparing for Crisis. 


China’s Commtunist govern- 
ment, which came to power in 
1949, already has begun to pre- 
pare for a crisis ahead, Rostow 
believes. 


The problem of leadership, in 
the event of Mao Tse-tung’s 
death, is especially acute, be- 
cause his personality is a power- 
ful force of unity in the present 
regime. Mao is past 60 years 
old. The idea, now fashionable 
in Russia, of “collective leader- 
ship” has begun to show itself 
in Chinese propaganda. 

Foreign trade, including trade 
with the non-Communist na- 
tions, is believed to be an in- 
creasingly important objective 
with the Chinese government. 
Russia cannot supply all of the 
needed machinery. 

New devices of .2ontrol by 
terror are being formed to cope 


with a possible revolt of the 
peasants. 
Communist leadership  “ca- 


dres,” are being strengthened. 

In general, as the realization 
grows that Communism in China 
is not bringing material benefits 
to workers and peasants, the 
regime relies more and more 
on appeals to fear — and to 
nationalism; the old promises 
of public welfare and reform are 
played down. 

Depends on Free World. 


It is Rostow’s firm conviction 
that whether these preparations 
prove adequate to meet China’s 
crisis ahead will depend on 
what we in the non-Communist 
world do in the meantimie. 

“The regime is not merely en- 
gaged in a struggle against Chi- 
na’s basic problems,” Rostow 
says, “it is in a competitive race 
with Free Asia. . . . The Chi- 
nese Communists came to power 
essentially because the only al- 
ternative available was weak in 
the field, ineffective in admin- 
istration, and, to many, unattrac- 
tive. . . . What Communist Chi- 
na accomplishes, or fails to ac- 
complish, will be measured 
against the strength and attrac- 
tiveness of Free Asia’s perform- 
ance.” 

Rostow sees no present indi- 
cation of a spontaneous split be- 
tween Russia and China, as Tito’s 
Yugoslavia split with Russia. If, 
however, the Communist pro- 
gram for China works badly— 
and if that bad performance is 
measured against a non-Commu- 
nist program for the develop- 
ment of Free Asig that accom- 
plishes substantiaf gains for the 
people of that a, Rostov be- 
lieves the Chinese will begin to 
have sober second thoughts 
about the usefulness of the Rus- 
sian, Communist pattern. 

On the other hand: “If . . 
Free Asia does not substantially 
improve its performance, an in- 
different outcome on mainland 
China could still represent an 
important relative achievement 
both to the Chinese and to 
Asians generally.”

A Need to Be Met 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mary Kimbrough has written an 
excellent feature article describing 
Miss Helen R. Hagan's survey of the 
many fine agencies serving unfortun- 
ate and emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren in St. Louis.—/( Post-Dispatch, 
Nov. 5.) 

The large extent and scope of the 
services for this group of children 
pinpoints the fact that there is an- 
other large and entirely separate 
group of children—mentally retarded 
children—for whom St. Louis and 
Missouri provide no community serv- 
ice. 

These children need two important 
specific services. 

First, adequate diagnostic evalua- 
tion clinics set up in some large hos- 
pitals staffed to supply the special 
“needs of mentally retarded children 
and their parents. The child guid- 
ance and similar clinics in the St. 
Louis area are not organized to fur- 
nish the service required for men- 
tally retarded children, nor do they. 

The second important service men- 
tally retarded children are entitled 
to is public education. 

In our community life most of us 
take for granted that the beautiful 
big public schools we see everywhere 
will provide training and education 
for our children. 

In taking this for granted we are 
badly deceived as most of our men- 
tally retarded children are denied ed- 
ucation and not admitted to our 
schools because they cannot meet the 
educational standards set up by the 
State Department of Education. 

Many of these rejected children 
can become useful and acceptable 
members of the community if given 
the schooling and training they are 
entitled to as citizens of our country. 

Recognizing the axiom, education 
fs for all children, the help of all 
citizens is needed to secure the 
amendment of our State Education 
law to include mentally retarded chil- 
dren in the educational system of 
Missouri as they are in many other 
states.

Business Week magazine is not following any 
Communist line. It is not any kind of fellow 
traveler. Its political sympathies, in so far as it 
has them, are Republican, not Democratic. 
Against this background, Business Week has told 
its readers: 

These actions (by obstructionist Republi- 
can Senators) can no longer be excused on 
the grounds that the Senators involved have 
never had an opportunity to co-operate with 
the party in control of the White House. Over 
a year has passed since the Senate and the 
White House passed into the hands of the 
same party, and the attacks of Republican 
Senators on their own Administration have 
not ceased. Rather they have become more 
vigorous, creating disunity within their own 
party and sapping the strength of the execu- 
tive branch. 


Under these circumstances, ft is only 
natural for people to ask themselves whether 
Republicans are equal to the responsibilities 
of power.

A Life Fit for a Barrymore 

Lionel Barrymore's death will leave an empty 
spot in many a person's heart, especially at this 
coming Christmas. For every year during a dec- 
ade he had appeared on the radio during the 
holiday season playing the role of the regenerate 
Scrooge in Charles Dickens’s immortal tale, “A 
Christmas Carol.” 

Like his late brother John and his sister Ethel, 
Lionel Barrymore was possessed of a great act- 
ing talent. Many of us remember with still-warm 
appreciation his first starring picture, “The 
Copperhead,” and his portrayal of the role of 
Rasputin, which he considered one of the two 
finest of his screen career (the other was that 
of Capt. Jason Joy in “Down to the Sea in 
Ships”). 

But Lionel Barrymore was much more than a 
fine actor. He was a talented painter and‘ musi- 
cian. He was a warm, rich personality, and he 
drew the affections of his audiences because he 
deserved them. His triumph over crippling arth- 
ritis was es inspiring in its own indomitable way 
as was Franklin Roosevelt's triumph over infan- 
tile paralysis. When he could not walk, he con- 
tinued acting from a wheel chair, and his spirit. 
still had wings. ; 

Arthritis, he said, was “just an old wives’ 
tale that has been .scuttle-buttling around for 
years.”. He declared with a proper moral indig- 
nation that he had “never. given the matter of 
retiring a thought.” “Why, I was reading the 
other day where a fellow of 104 decided to re- 
tire. Now that man’s.a fool!” the unsinkable Bar- 
rymore exploded. “Reason he’s lived so long is 
because he kept working.” And: “I don't worry 
about tomorrow and I don’t regret what hap- 
pened yesterday.” 

Plainly, the gruffest and softest-hearted of the 
Barrymores knew more ‘than how to act. He 
knew how to live, and live he did, 76 marvelous- 
ly full years. 


They Back Down 

The Department of Justice, which is headed 
by Attorney General Brownell, has announced 
that it will not appeal from a ruling by Federal 
District Judgé Youtigdahl of Washington in 
which the former Republican Governor of Minne- 
sota refused to disqualify himself as the trial 
judge in the Owen Lattimore perjury trial. / 

This means that the case will now come up 
again before a judge who, so Mr. Brownell’s 
choice as United States’ Attorney, Leo A. Rover 
thinks, has “a fixed personal bias and prejudice” 
in favor of Mr. Lattimore. If Attorney General 
Brownell believed that before he now appears to 
have changed his mind completely. If he did 
not once believe that Judge Youngdahl was 
prejudiced, then he tried to scare the judge into 
quitting the case by a device that was wholly 
reprehensible. Obviously Mr. Brownell did ‘not 
want his trumped up charge of prejudice tested 
in the higher courts with a final decision, if nec- 
essary, in the Supreme Court. And why did he 
not? 

The answer, we believe, is in Judge Young- 
dahl’s demolishing reply to the Brownell-Rover 
manheuver—reprinted in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion. If ever there was a ringing defense of 
the independence of the judiciary against politi- 
eal pressure it is in these words of Luther 
W. Youngdahl. The people of Minnesota can 
take genuine satisfaction in knowing that their 
former Republican State Supreme Court Judge 
is now serving the entire country. 
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Now for a Full Term 
A year has elapsed almost to the day since 
Mayor Tucker appointed Clem F. Storckman, 
attorney and civic leader, to fill a vacaney on 
‘the St. Louis Board of Education.

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For Using the Atom Everywhere 

An American offer to set aside 220 pounds of 
fissionable material for peaceful purposes abroad 
has been quickly followed by a British offer to 
donate 44 pounds. The two actions together 
provide a dramatic impetus for the atoms-for- 
peace plan, which the Russians are now expected 
to accept. Surely, a favorable vote by Mr. Vi- 
shinsky would imply a Russian contribution as 
well. 

These contributions are not to go into an 
international pool, as originally proposed. Rather 
the international atomic agency to be set up will 
act as a clearing house. Instead of holding 
custody of fissionable materials, it will suggest 
where the nations which do hold them can use 
them for non-military projects under general 
sponsorship of the agency. 

However much the plan falls short of the ideal, 
it permits an inspiring start on a great program 
—the building of experimental reactors for non- 
military use while the atomic disarmament issue 
is still going around its own weary circle. 


President Eisenhower stressed the non-mili- 
tary nature of his suggéstion from the very out- 
set. And the effort in the U.N. has been to put 
the suggestion in working form. If success is 
achieved, this peacetime application of atomic 
energy may actually have an effect on disarma- 
ment. But only an indirect effect. 

For example, it may bring about such a degree 
of co-operation and confidence among the nations 
involved that they will be much miore ready to 
cut their military burdens. Benefits flowing 
from ‘atoms for peace” may become so great 
that the elements at the root of international 
distrust and war—poverty, disease, industrial un- 
derdevelopment and all the rest—may be so re- 
duced that people will stop talking about “atoms 
for war.”

‘scandalous’ charge of bias against him, attributes ‘reckless and 
irresponsible’ conduct to Government lawyers; charges pur- 
pose is to discredit courts’ action, or to intimidate them.

On Oct. 23 the Department of Justice 
was handed a Stinging rebuke in its at- 
tempt to disqualify the judge who will 
preside over the perjury trial of Owen 
Lattimore — Judge Luther W. Young- 
dahl, former Republican Governor of 
Minnesota and state Supreme Court 


judge. This sensational incident had its | 


origins in Judge 
Youngdahl's opinion 
in 1953 outlawing 
four of the seven 
counts of the per- 
jury indictment as 
unconstitutiona 11 y 
vague and indefi- 
nite. 

In objecting to 
Judge Youngdahl’s 
contitued participa- 
tion in the case, 
United States Attor- 
ney Rover relied ex- 
clusively on certain 
statements made in Luther W. Younadah! 
that opinion. The judge threw out one 
count because it would have required 
“speculation into the human mind.” He 
made reference to hearings of the Ty- 
dings and McCarran committees of the 
Senate and observed that we should not 
attempt “to require a conformity of 
thought and beliefs that has no relevan- 
cy to a present danger.” 

Pounding the podium and talking 
loudly, Rover accused the judge of hav- 
ing “acted as an advocate and not as a 
judge” in making such statements and 
of betraying a “bent of mind that may 
prevent impartiality of judgment.” 


Sustained by Court of Appeals - 


Judge Youngdah!l sat mute during the 
argument. A day later he issued this 
memorandum opinion: 

“The United States Attorney has filed 
an affidavit of bias and prejudice 


‘against me. A special assistant to the 


Attorney General has certified that the 
affidavit is made in good faith. 

“The affidavit asserts that I have a 
*fixed opinion’ that the defendant, Lat- 
timore, is innocent, and therefore, in 
order to insure . . . a fair and impar- 
tial trial,” I should disqualify myself. 
In support of these charges the affidavit 
relies on certain language in the memo- 


‘randum opinion setting forth my rul- 


ings dismissing certain counts of > the 


original document. 


“The government appealed from my 
rulings and our Court of Appeals en 
banc, reviewed them. Eight of our nine 


~ distinguished appellate judges sustained 


me in dismissing the most vital count 
Four of the nine 
judges were for sustaining my action in 


toto. There is nothing, and the present 
affidavit makes no claim that there is 
anything, in any of the views expressed 
by any of our nine appellate judges that 
gives the slightest color to the charge of 
bias against me. 

“The government did not ask the Su- 
preme Court to review the action of the 
Court of Appeals. Hence, the govern- 
ment must have believed there was no 
valid basis within the judicial process 
for pursuing review of my rulings in 
the case. The lack of such valid basis, 
however, neither exhausted nor restrain- 
ed the resourcefulness of the govern- 
ment’s legal representatives in this liti- 
gation. They filed the present affidavit. 


“Under applicable law, I cannot con- 
cern myself with the truth or falsity 
but only with the legal sufficiency of the 
allegations of fact on which the affiant 
bases his charge of bias and prejudice. 
I note, however, that these allegations, 
as distinguished from the inference of 
prejudgment that the affiant would de- 
rive from them, are plainly true. 


As to Purpose of Affidavit 


“The factual allegations are simply 
that in taking judicial action in this case 
I used certain words. These words can- 
not reasonably be thought to ‘give fair 
support’ to an inference of bias and 
prejudice. Moreover, the Supreme Court 
determined long ago... ‘that the bias 
or prejudice which can be used against 
a judge must be based upon something 
other than “rulings in the case.”’ Obvi- 
ously, therefore, it must be based upon 
something other than the words the 
judge uses in setting forth his rulings. 

“At bottom, the affidavit is based 
upon the virulent notion that a United 
States judge who honors and adheres 
to the sacred constitutional presump- 
tion that a man is innocent until his 
guilt is established by due process of 
law. has a ‘bent of mind’ that disables 
him from conducting the fair and im- 
partial trial to which both the accused 
and the government are entitled. 

“The affidavit is therefore so patently 
and grossly insufficient that I cannot 
escape from the conclusion that the 
purpose of the affidavit is to distredft, 
in the public mind, the final action of 
our courts, or else to intimidate the 
courts themselves, 

“It follows that those*who made or 
authorized the certificate that the affi- 
davit was madeain good faith acted ir- 
responsibiy and recklessly as lawyers 
and officers of the government. 

“Under my oath to preserve sacred 
constitutional principles, I can properly 
do no less than to strike the affidavit as 
scandalous, It is so ordered.”

Between Book Ends 


The Vivid Region 
GLORY, GOD AND GOLD, by Paul 4. “Wellman. 

(Doubleday & Co., 402 pgs., $6.) 

In the planning of the Midstream of 
America series of books, edited by 
Lewis Gannett, it was inevitable that 
the Southwest would come under con- 
sideration because it was there that the 
mainstream had its source. It began as 


a trickle when Coronado, in 1540, came. 


out of Mexico, leading a horde of ad- 
venturous men to explore the land, sub- 
due and Christianize the natives and’ 
perhaps find gold, all for the glory of 
the king of Spain and God. From that 
beginning flowed the _ ever-widening 
mainstream of America, reddened for 
more than three and a half centuries 
of wars and massacres and highlighted 
by the deeds of good men and bad men 
until peace and stability were finally 
established within the past 50 years. 

It was high time for the story of the 
Southwest to be told because no ade- 
quate history of the region existed. Be- 
cause of his peculiar qualifications as a 
regional historian, Paul I. Wellman was 
chosen to do the writing. Into his writ- 
ing he has compressed the findings from 
an enormous amount of research con- 
cerning the Spanish, French, Indians, 
Mexicans and Americans who, from first 
to last, fought for glory, God and gold 
all over the Southwest. 

Wellman has written, as it was his 
purpose to do, in terms of the lives and 
deeds of the men and women who 
played chief parts in the struggles for 
possession of the land, but he has made 
vivid also the sufferings of the common 
men who fought and died, not always 
knowing why, for their leaders’ goals. 

Credit is given to the Spaniards as 
colonizers. Though the first conquista- 
dores were chiefly concerned with pre- 
cious metals, they laid the foundations 
for the cattle industry. The padres are 
recognized as having been the greatest 
force in Spanish expansion, as they ac- 
companied every expedition, no matter 
how violent its object, and made their 
contribution to permanence by building 
mission-presidios and settlements. 

Although Spain eventually lost its pos- 
sessions in the new world, Wellman re- 
minds that the Spanish tongue is spok- 
en from the Rio Grande to Terra del 
Fuego, save for Brazil and the Guianas, 
that the Catholic faith is almost univer- 
sal among these Spanish-speaking peo- 
ples, that Spanish customs and laws ob- 
tain in the Southwest and that more 
landmarks, streams, mountain ranges 
and towns bear Spanish than American 
names. Tribute is also paid to the cour- 
age of the Spanish soldiers. 

Historian Wellman finds comfort in 
the fact that although the Southwest, 
following the extension of the cattle 
ranges and all that went with it, is a 
changed place, it still has its ancient 
charm. F. YMER.

Must Convince Germans. 


While there is no chance that 
the West will agree to this 
conference, or to any conference 
to discuss the ratification of the 
London agreements, it is no less 
true that the Western govern- 
ments are in favor of negotia- 
tion, preferably through diplo- 
matic channels but if necessary 
by conference. 

Their immediate problem is to 
make clear to European opinion, 
and particularly to German opin- 
ion, why and how the London 
agreements are compatible with 
the eventual unification of Ger- 
many. 

That is a difficult point to 
make as long as the Soviet 
Union is able to keep on say- 
ing that it favors the reunifica- 
tion of Germany. All the evi- 
dence points to the contrary, 
that the Soviet: Union is unable 
and unwilling to relinquish its 
hold on the East German gov- 
ernment and its control of the 
military frontier between Poland 
and Germany. 


Withdrawing in Far East. 


Mr. Molotov has had every 
opportunity to show something 
that would mean an intention to 
relax the Soviet grip on Eastern 
Germany. He has always been 
very careful to make no pro- 
posal for the unification of Ger- 
many which could have been ac- 
ceptable. 

He has been the champion of 
German unity in the manner of 
a man wishing to be able to talk 
about it provided there was no 
danger of its coming about. 

Any time he really changes 
his fundamental position, that is 
to say any time he shows that 
the Kremlin has decided to do 
in East Germany what it is do- 
ing in Manchuria, there will be 
all the negotiation and the con- 
ferences that they could desire. 
The Soviet Union is withdrawing 
in the Far East. It has yet to 
take an action which means a 
similar withdrawal in Europe.

Arkansas rice growers report 
an abundance of ducks in the 
rice fields, but very few have 
stopped in Missouri. Some hunt- 
ers have been successful in ob- 


taining the four-duck bag limit. 
Usually the kill has consisted of 
blue- and green-winged teal, 
black jacks and pintails; very 
few have been able to bag the 
limit of mallards. . 

There are 28 days remaining 

the Missouri season and cold 

ather usually comes in late 
November and December. The 
opening days in October, as well 
as the succeeding days in the 
first part of November, were 
mild and balmy, and definitely 
not “duck weather.” As one con- 
servation agent expressed it, 
“The duck hunters swarmed 
forth in great glee on Oct. 22, 
dressed in sun helmets and 
shorts and armed with an ample 
supply of mosquito repellent, 
We had an excellent flight of 
mosquitos for the opening week- 
end, and they decoyed nicely to 
the hunters. In short, the duck 
opening was poor.” 

Another phrased the duck sea- 
son in economic terms: “Duck 
season got off to a slow start, 
with a ‘drouth’ of ducks. When 
one considers the cost of equip- 
ping a duck hunter — decoys, 
boat, motor, boots, special cloth- 
ing, etc.—plus the labor and loss 
of sleep (disregarding the dis- 
comfort) and bluebird days, 
sometimes I wonder that we 
have as many waterfowlers as 
we do.” 

Location of Blind Important. 

The same ratio that applies to 
fishermen also applies to duck 
hunters—10 per cent of the 
hunters kill 90 per cent of 
the ducks. The three essentials 
of successful waterfowl hunting 
are knowledge of the hunting 
territory, a large number of 
well-placed decoys, nd the abil- 
ity to call the ducks. in when 
the opportunity arises. 

Lake Wappapello, for  in- 
stance, is studded with duck 
blinds. Many of them are well 
placed near inlets and land ter- 
rain which furnish an ideal lo- 
cation for landings of the wan- 
dering webfeet. Others are built 
in portions of the lake that sen- 
sible ducks would shun regard- 

less of how many hours they 
had logged in their long and 
tiresome journey from the Can- 
adian provinces. The experi- 
enced waterfowlers explores the 
entire area of water and builds 
the blind accordingly. 

When set with expert care 
and in sufficient numbers, de- 
coys will attract ducks to a 
well-placed blind from amazing 
distances. The old market hunt- 
ers often used a hundred decoys 
in one set. One of their favor- 
ites was known as the “pipe set’’’ 
because of its shape. The set 
resembled the old German- 
shaped pipe; the decoys were 
bunched in a cluster to re- 
semble the bowl and then 
strung out in a long curved 
line representing the stem. The 
stem usually pointed to the 
north to attract the incoming 
flocks and was often several 
hundred yards long. The ducks 
would follow the long line of 
decoys to the main concentra- 
tion and, of course, the nearby 
blind. 

Some hunters attach invisible 
strings to several of the decoys 
so they can be given a tip-up 
motion, simulating feeding 
ducks, when the wary flock is 
circling overhead. Often a few 
Zeese decoys, as well as pintails 
and canvasbacks, are included in 
the decoy set to give it a realis- 
tic effect. 

Three Basic Duck Calls. 

Many of the blinds are so 
poorly constructed that the

EINSTEIN COMPARES INQUIRY 
TACTICS TO ‘SPOOK’ ON LOOSE 


NEW :YORK, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
Albert Einstein, in a jab at the 
methods of congressional in- 
vestigation committees, said to- 
day there is a “spook” at large 
in the country. 

He said if people get_better 
informed on the subject, and 
“become conscious of those 
grave dangers” such investiga- 
tion methods involve for the 
future of the country, then “‘the 
spook will come to an end.” 

The scientist made his com- 
ment in letter to Dan Gillmor, 
author of a new book about con- 
gressional investigations, “Fear,

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RUSSIANS WARN 
OF FORMING OWN 
FUROPE ALLIANCE 


To Act if West Goes 
Ahead With Defense 
System Including Re- 
armed Reich. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 17 (AP)—The 
Moscow press today served its 
bluntest warning so far against 
rearming West Gerfhany. 

The newspaper Trud. said the 
Eastern European. countries 


| would set up their own system 
' of military alliances if the West 


goes ahead with creation of the 
projected defense system includ- 
ing a rearmed Western Ger- 
many. 

Earlier the government news- 
paper Izvestia said the “peace- 
loving states will be forced to 
take steps of their own with the 
aim of discussing measures to 
guarantee their own secur 

Izvestia hinted that if ‘the 
West will not come to Moscow’s 
short notice conference on all- 
European security, Moscow like- 
ly will have a security confer- 
ence of its own with East Euro- 
pean countries and any neutrals 
who want to attend. 

Trud, which carried a letter 
from the secretary of the Mos- 
cow regional committee for the 
defense of peace, S. Vassiliev, 
did not speak of discussions but 
of actual creation of a new mili- 
tary system. 

Vassiliev’s letter said: ‘The 
creation of a narrow military 
force grouping several West Eu- 
ropean states, the chief military 
force of which would be a West 
German army having revanchist 
(revengeful) aggressive aims, will 
cause the creation of a defense 
alliance of, the peace-loving Eu- 
ropean peoples to to insure their 
security.” 

(Monitors in Vienna heard 
similar threats of _Communist 

“measures” .against the London 
agreements to rearm West Ger- 
many. One came from Czecho- 
slovakia’s Prime Minister Vilem 
Siroky and the other was a dec- 
laration by the Polish Govern- 
ment. Both said they could not 
“look on while German militar- 
ism was rebuilt.” 

(Meanwhile, Communist - run 
Poland and ‘Bulgaria have ac- 
cepted Russia’s proposal for a 
European conference Nov. 29, 
the official East German news 
agency said today. Previously 
Romania and Czechoslovakia an- 
nounced their acceptances.)

Russia’s ‘Co-Existence’ Cam- 
paign Said to Be Reason 
for Trip Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP)

States Ambassador to Russia, is 
coming home for talks with top 
officials next week, presumably 
to discuss Russia’s 
ence” campaign. 

The State Department an- 
nounced today Bohlen will leave 
from. Stockholm Nov. 22 and 
will come to Washington by way 
of New York. He is now in 
Sweden on a hunting trip. 


“He is returning solely for | 


consultation,” said press officer 
Henry Suydam. “He will go 
back to. his post at Moscow, 
after being here possibly a 
week or ten days or two weeks.” 

Bohlen recently has figured 
in the news in two respects be- 
cause of his attendance at a 
Soviet anniversary party, Nov. 

Shortly before he went to 

the dinner he learned that a 
United States RB-29 Air Force 
plane had gone down in the 
Japanese area. Later, it devel- 
oped the Russians had shot 
down the RB-29. Both Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
tended to support his decision 
to attend the party although it 
was criticized by some Senators. 

At. the dinner, Bohlen and 
British Ambassador Sir William 
Hayter had a half hour discus- 
sion with Soviet Prime Minister 
Malenkov in which the Russian 
spoke up for some improvement 
in relations between his coun- 
try and the United States. 

Suydam gave dates which 
showed that the decision for 
Bohlen to come home had been 
made prior to the Nov. 7 inci- 
dent. But the Russian co-exist- 
ence campaign has been build- 
ing up for a long time and is a 
source of intense interest to top’ 
officials here, from Mr. Eisen- 
hower down.

Stains on Plumbing Fixtures. 


HEN a rust stain appears in 
W: bathtub or wash basin the 

woman of the house usually 
blames the man of the house be- 
cause if the man of the house 
had fixed the faucet so it didn’t 
leak, the stain would never have 
come about. Now that this point 
has been brought up we can go 
on to the ways the stain can be 
removed. 


Don’t try to remove these 
stains with sandpaper, steel wool 
or harsh abrasive cleaners for 
it will take the finish right off 
the fixture. If the stain isn’t too 
bad, try a paste made with kero- 
sene and a scratchless cleaning 
powder. Rub this over the area 
with a clean soft cloth and just 
keep rubbing until something 
happens. If nothing happens, 
you'll have to try a little acid. 

The acid used to remove stains 
is oxalic acid and you need a 
mixture of one part acid to 
about eight parts water. Acid 
of this type can be purchased 
at hardware stores. Apply the 
acid solution with a long han- 
died brush and scrub. Once 
you've got rid of the stain, rinse 
away all traces of the acid. 

In many cases what you think 
is a stain on the finish isn’t a 
stain on the finish at all because 
the finish has been chipped 
away and what you see is the 
metal underneath the finish. In 
this case there isn’t much to be 
done for while there are various 
enamel and porcelain patching 
materials, they won’t stand up 
for very long where they will 
be subject to standing water or 
to very hot water. j

When a child 
says he is going to be a master in one field or another and 
there is doubt in the minds of his parents and teachers, the 
right thing to do for all concerned is to have him take the 
tests applicable to his interest.

still doubt about his real ability the best thing to do is to . 
" have him tested. There are laboratories, usually in the uni- 


versities, for this purpose. Such a test, administered by ex- 
perts, will show whether or not it is worthwhile for the 
child to follow his dream. 

The junior high schools should be equipped and staffed 
to help children in their early teens discover and test their 
abilities, This is well done now in some schools but not all 
and all are needed.to give help and guidance to the children 
and their parents. 

It is Wise to encourage genius even to the point of sac- 
rifice but tragically wasteful to allow a child to waste his 
learning years in futile wishes.

| Willis Hooks Shark, Falls Overboard 


Effort to Salvage Hooks Nearly Fatal, but Author Holds Onto Fishline, Gets Back on Raft 


This is the fourth in a 
series of articles by a 61-year- 
old American who sailed 
alene on a raft 6400 miles 
across the Pacific from Peru 
to Pago Pago.

NEEDED fish for myself and 
| Meekie, my black cat, and 

after throwing my line over 
the side without a bite, decided 
to try my luck aft. My bait, a 
flying fish, had landed on the 
deck the night before. Fasten- 
ing my line to the crosslog that 
served as a rail on the stern, 
I threw the baited double hook 
over. . 

Long Tom, the nine-foot shark 
that had followed since shortly 
after my raft curved past the 
Galapagos and turned directly 
west toward Samoa, had already 
paid his morning visit some 
time before. This was part of 
my morning routine, just as the 
hunt for food was. Meekie 
watched me, interested because 
his breakfast was at. stake. 
Trolling like that, one generally 
lets the line out a good way. 
I let out 200 feet. 

I watched the line run. It 
was one Of several givgn me by 
the captain of the Peruvian tuna 
clipper, Olmeta, along with an 
assortment of double hooks, 
leaders and white feathers to 
make lures, back in Callao. 
Since I left that port, 50 days 
had passed. With my raft, the 
“Seven Little Sisters,” under 
me, I had since then weathered 
a sickness, many spells of harsh 
weather, and covered some 2500 
miles of the crossing with 
which, alone, I was testing my- 
self against the Pacific. 

The fishing line too would 
soon be tested. A little worn, it 
was not up to the standards of 
commercial tuna fishing. It 
could no longer be counted on 
to stand the shock of a tuna, 
weighing up to 200 pounds, hit- 
ting the hook. But its cotton 
strands, measuring an eighth of 
an inch thick, bad strength yet. 
It was certainly a good addition 
to my supplies. I had brought 
my other lines from the States, 
all of kinds used by commercial 
fishermen and of the sizes used 
for cod off Maine and for red 
snapper and grouper in the Gulf 
of Mexico and off the coast of 
Florida. 


I busied myself with the. 


morning chores—checking the 
rigging and preparing my break- 
fast of canihua, the cereal of 
the high Andes. Glancing back, 
I saw my line was tight. I had 
a bite, and jumping back, I be- 
gaa to pull in. 

It felt like a big fish. This 
pleased me, because it would 
likely be a dolphin. But then it 
began diving and I knew my 
fortune was not running clear. 
The dive meant it was a shark. 
I brought it in close to the raft 
and confirmed my guess. The 
shark was five to five and a half 
feet long. It looked husky. 

I generally avoided sharks, 
which often clustered around 
the “Seven Little Sisters.” Pull- 
ing them in severely taxed my 
strength, always limited by my 
unflagging daily work routine. 
But I wanted the hook back. I 
began pulling the thick torpedo 
body up the logs. The hook, I 
saw, was lodged in a corner of 
the big mouth. 

I drove my gaff into the other 
side of the jaw. This, as I 
planned it, would hold the shark 
steady while I recovered my 
hook. The shark was rather 
quiet, threshing only occasion- 
ally. I bent over, my hand 
reaching. ... 


pened repeatedly in the sum- 

mer of 1952 passed through 
my mind. My wife and I were 
fishing on my sloop along the 
Florida Keys, off the Bahamas 
and Cu 

“Cut the line, Bill,” she used 
to say when I hooked a shark. 

But now I had become intent 
on the hook. It was almost out 
when the shark opened up with 
all its power. The gaff was torn 
from’ my hand. On the slimy 
logs I lost my, balance and went 
head first over the crosslog. 

My left hand was extended 
downward as I fell, while my 
right came upward, pulling the 
hook clear. Whether it was the 
shark or I*which pulled it out, 
I cannot truthfully say. My left 
hand, however, went between 
the shark’s jaws and dragged 
along its teeth. Then I was in 
the sea. ® 

I must have been stunned—I 
have difficulty gathering — to- 
gether all details of ‘that 
ening instant. But I do know 
this: when I fully realized what 
had happened, the fishline’s six- 
foot wire leader was still in my 
hand, My eyes went to the raft. 
It had moved to the line’s full 
length. It was moving at about

S OMETHING that had hap- 


three and a half miles an hour, 
200 feet away from me. 


The “Seven Little Sisters” 
was bowling along under full 
sail, over the blue sea and under 
the blue sky dotted with white 
trade-wind clouds. Strangely, 
the sight, in that moment, struck 
me as beautiful. But the beauty 
passed in a flash. I was trailing 
on the end of a fishing line, The 
raft looked miles away, and even 
the idea of making up that dis- 
tance seemed preposterous. 


The wind was rather stiff. The 
water was cool. I am a fair 
swimmer, but I could never have 
hoped to make up such a dis- 
tance, while the raft moved 
ahead under a good wind. 

I have explained how, alone 
on my raft, with the strange sen- 
sation of being separated from 
time and normal living, I spoke 
aloud to things—the sky, the 
sea, the stars. I spoke like this 
now: “Come on, hands,” I said. 
And to the line: “Don’t you 
break.” 

I reflected briefly on the 
weak spots I knew the line had. 
I started pulling myself in, 
threshing as hard as I could 
with my legs to ease the strain 
on the cord and to’ frighten Long 
Tom away. Left hand, then 
right. I didn’t dare look at the 
raft any more, but only at the 
line. 

Normally I wouldn't have 
worried about sharks: they are 
cowardly, and the one I hooked 
is probably still running. But I 
had seen Long Tom previously, 
and I noticed blood streaming 
from my left hand, although I 
couldn't yet know what had hap- 
pened to it. 

Left hand, right hand. “Don’t 
you break, line. . . . Come on, 
you iron benders.” My hands 
have always been strong, ever 
since I lay aloft as a youngster 
on a yardarm in Cape Horn 
gales. On my last ship before 
leaving New York, I had bent 
80-penny spikes. But now I felt 
them start to fail. They were 
becoming numbed, paralyzed.

HEN I couldn't go on, I 
Wrestea, taking a double turn 

around my right palm. By 
now the raft was close enough 
for me to dare a.look. Inch by 
inch, sometimes slipping, I went 
ahead, toward the blackened 
ends of the balsa logs I called 
my “Seven Little Sisters.” 
Sometimes they rose high above 
me, sometimes they lay low, 
buried in white foam. 

The knuckles of both my 
hands were forced out under 
the pressure of my gripping. 
Right hand, left hand. I came 
to a spot where the line was 
noticeably frayed; I passed it 
with fear. My hands had lost 
all feeling. Long before the 
nerves had given up under the 
strain. 

“Don’t you break now!” I 
could hear the smash of the wa- 
ter against the logs just ahead 
of me. My voice was small com- 
pared to this great sound. 

Hand over hand I slowly 
inched my way along the weak- 
ened fishing line until at last I 
was within arm’s length of the 
rudder, I reached for it, se- 
cured a firm hold and pulled 
myself up a little way on the 
logs. The raft rose high and 
fell back into the foam. I lay 
there for a time, lacking strength 
to pull myself all the way on 
board. 

The tortuous course up the 
fishline had left me weak, but 
I saw that I could not afford 
the luxury of a long rest. My 
left hand was spouting blood. 
The shark’s teeth had cut me 
badly. The wound would need 
treatment, and yet I was not 
affilicted by thoughts of how I 
could use a doctor’s help; by 
now I was used to thinking in 
the terms of handling all prob- 
lems myself.

My flesh, I saw, was gashed 
about a half-inch deep along. a 
jagged line running down the 
wrist. The vein that runs from 
the base of the thumb toward 
the forefinger had been cut, and 
the incision ran around my wrist 
to graze the big pulse artery. 

I could not afford;,such a 


‘wound, Everything on my voy- 


age depended on my hands — 
steering, hoisting and lowering 
the sails, repairing my rigging, 
and fishing. To sail alone, I 
could not even afford tackles 
on my ropes. While they would 
have made hauling easier, they 
would also have reduced speed 
—and always I needed speed to 
perform the dozens of tasks in 
the maneuvering of the raft. 


I knew I must patch the 
wound as quickly as possible. I 
broke out an ordinary needle 
and white cotton thread and 
stitched it as best I could, a 
kind of chore I had never done 
before. I thought it was a bad 
job. 


Bandaged heavily, the cut 
closed within a few weeks and 


‘the scar bleached in the sun 


during the weeks to come. The 
joints of my hands could not 
heal-so quickly, however. They 
troubled me throughout the 
voyage; all my life I have been 
proud of the strength in my 
hands, but I am sure they will 
never fully recover. I never 
fished over the stern again and 
after the incident always trailed 
a line behind the raft in case I 
should fall overboard again.

O far in this account of the 
G voyase with which I sought 

to test my body and by abili- 
ties against the sea, I have told 
of some of the most hazardous 
incidents—bad weather, my ill- 
ness, the fall into the sea. 

But reading only of the risks, 
one might lose sight of the re- 
wards. A misleading impression 
of the 115 days I spent alone 
with the “Seven Little Sisters” 
could be the result. There was 
much beauty and the voyage 
brought me a great deal of hap- 


piness. 

There were many fine days 
with the wind steady at 15-18 
miles an hour, the skies clear, 
the sea blue and sparkling. The 
white tradewind clouds drifted 
over me, coming in procession 
from the southeast, At night the 
skies were full of stars and the 
phosphorescent patches and dots 
that slid by under the water’s

occurred less than a week after 
I fell overboard. It lasted for 
24 hours. The raft rolled in the 
swells and the big mainsail 
slatted back and forth with a 
monotonous clattering.

Such periods always gave me 
time to think. It was Saturday; 
what was my wife doing just 
then? She would be praying 
for me, I knew. I wondered 
when I would see her again. 


After being at sea for several 
months I began on calm days 
like this to ask myself two ques- 
tions: What will the first face 
loak like at the end of my jour- 
ney? What will the first voice 
sound like?, I heard no human 
voice during the voyage because 
I feared to damage the genera- 
tor motor that supplied power 
for my radio receiver. I am 
not handy with machinery and 
I used my recetver only to get 
time signals.

HE swells sucked among the 

logs of the raft. I watched 

the compass and saw the 
raft swing from west to north- 
northwest. For a moment I 
thought I felt a breeze spring- 
ing up, but the trade winds had 
failed me utterly. 


“Come on, wind!” I said it 
loudly, for, alone so long, speak- 


»ing to inanimate things had be- 


come my custom. The dead 
swell tossed the raft, straining 
the rigging and the logs that lay 
deep in the water. The jarring 
strain of the swells has always 
been the peril of becalmed sail- 
ing ships. My mast groaned for 
relief, 

Will I never see wind again? 
I asked myself irritably: At the 
rate of the Humboldt Current— 
10 to 15 miles a day—it would 
take years to cross the thou- 
sands of miles to. Samoa. 

Even while becalmed, I stood 
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24-hour duty, seeking to take ad- 
vantage of the slightest wind 
which would push me a milé or 
two out of the zone of dead air. 
Often I lashed the wheel and, 
sitting down on a plank, sought 
a few minutes of relaxation or 
sleep. But then a little wind 
would seem to be making up, 
and I would spring to meet it, 
only to feel it die as quickly 
as it was born. Throughout the 
voyage I slept in short snatches 
like this, averaging a few hours 
a day. Only twice did I sleep for 
longer periods—when exhaustion 
forced me to. On both occasions 
I was becalmed and lowered all 
the sails, allowing the raft to 
drift while I slept for hours. 


In the silent air the raft rolled, 
the blocks creaked, the booms 
swung aimlessly and the sails 
slatted noisily. But the wind 
would return, I told myself, first 
a light breeze, then the old trade 
winds.

It is clear enough that North- 
South reached the wrong con- 
tract—five clubs would have 
been ironclad—but, in all fair- 
ness, the partners, and particu- 
larly South, had difficult deci- 
sions to make. Incidentally, 
West had a sound double of 
three no-trump, but he should 
have been far better off with 
his meek pass, since the double 
almost surely would have driven 
South back to clubs. 

West correctly opened his low- 
est spade, but when East won 
with the ace and returned the 
six of spades, West was not 
quite so correct .in playing the 
ten on South's king! South had 
considered ducking but he de- 
cided that his prospects, hor- 
rible as they were, would be 
improved if he could induce 
West to block the spade suit, 
holding onto his probable queen 
out of fear that South had 
K-J-x, 

South ran off four clubs. 
West, still clutching that spade 
queen, discarded a heart and a 
diamond. Now South led the 
heart king from the board, East 
took the trick and, not too pur- 
posefully, led another spade. 
West took his cherished queen 
and shifted to the king of dia- 
monds. He was presented with 
the trick, and when he saw 
South’s jack drop, he lost no 
time in following up with the 
queen of diamonds (another 
error), 

Now South, having miracu- 
lously “stayed alive” up to this 
point, sprang his trap. He took 
West’s diamond queen with the 
ace and carefully discarded his 
own high club on the trick. 
This had the vital effect of 
leaving the play in dummy when 
South cashed the fifth club~ 
and West was squeezed. He 

could take his choice between 
giving up the high diamond and 
unguarding the heart suit.
